location: TROLLfCNHAGEH airfield (W7) lies on a plateau near the village 
of that name* about 5 km 8NE of NEUBEAN3®iBURGo The field is 
bounded, X 0 S, and W by cultivated land; on the 5, by a strip 
of woods. The field area is so high compared to surrounding 
terrain that a ground observer can see little* 

Z* Railways 'ihere are two concrete runways* The 8*5 strip s measuring 

about 1*000 x 40 meters, is in use Q A new fiHI strip* now being 
worked on day and night* will be 1*600 x 50 meters; some 300 
meters remain to be completed* This was to be finished by 10 
October (November?)* hhen ready* the field will fulfill all

Access : Other building work includes leveling the field area up to 

the IHLHJNF'SII^-KSVSHIN road (B76- 77 )» Both roads leading to 
the field are blocked to civilians - who require a pass from 
the airfield GO even to approach the area - and a sharp watch 
is kept on adjacent land* 

Buildings : Two hangars* guard building - all heavily damaged; new wooden 
barracks building serving as control station* (See attachment)* 

Obstructions : Surrounding woods and the out- of-' t h e~ way location of the 
field complicate both ground and air reconnaissance* 

Technical Facilities; Equipment for night use of the field could not be 
located*' though the field was one of the best for night us® 
during the war* 

Aircraft ; Eight air cnaft s parked before hangars* were either Fltf-lWs 
or a development of that type* Only two took off and landed; 
others were being tuned up* local residents report little 
air activity*
